PETITION TO WITHDRAW A HOLDING OF ABANDONMENT 
PURSUANT TO 37 CFR 81.181 

1 . Applicant hereby petitions the Commissioner to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment pursuant to 37 CFR § 1 . 1 8 1 and MPEP 7 1 1 .03(c). 

2. On March 2, 1999 the issue fee was paid in the subject application in 
response to the Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee due mailed to the applicant on 
December 21, 1998. 

3. Subsequent to the payment of the issue fee, on April 28, 1999, applicants 
filed a Petition for Withdrawal from Issue pursuant to 37 CFR §1. 313(b)(5), a Continued 
Prosecution Application, an Information Disclosure Statement with three (3) references, 
and checks in the amount of $130.00 and $380.00 so that the applicants could submit 
references which were identified during a search in the corresponding UK patent 
application.
